DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
December 2, 2010 has been entered. Claim 4 was cancelled. Claims 1 and 5 were 
amended. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Edward Wise on December 20, 2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS: 
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Cancel claim 8. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. In view of Applicant's amendment of claims 1 and 5, the Examiner withdraws the 
previously set forth rejection of claims 1 , 2, 5 and 6 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sotomura in view of Copper as detailed in the Office Action dated 
July 9, 2010. 

5. In view of Applicant's canceling claim 4, the Examiner withdraws the previously 
set forth rejection of claim 4 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sotomura in view of Copper as detailed in the Office Action dated July 9, 2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 , 2, 5 and 6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
neither teaches nor suggests a method of manufacturing a cathode for a fuel cell 
wherein a precursor layer is formed by coating a liquid containing a catalyst and a 
solvent a adapted to dissolve or disperse the solvent; the precursor layer is provided 
with a potential higher than 1 .3 V with reference to a standard hydrogen electrode so as 
form the catalyst layer, wherein the a pre-formed metal complex is used as the catalyst 
in the coating liquid and is applied as is to form the precursor layer; and the potential is 
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provided by potential sweeping, which is performed in an oxygen-saturated aqueous 
sulfuric acid solution. 

The closest prior art is Sotomura and Cooper. 

Both Sotomura and Cooper are silent to the potential sweeping being carried out 
in an oxygen-saturated aqueous sulfuric acid solution.
